The above fund was left to the inhabitants of the 
town of Dover-Foxcroft on practically the same con- 
ditions as the Franklin fund was left to the inhabitants 
of the town of Boston, as related below. 


Benjamin Franklin at his death in 1790 left $1,000.00 
to the “inhabitants of the Town of Boston, Massachu- 
setts” to accumulate at interest for 100 years. By 
1894 the fund had grown to $431,383.00. 


This sum was then divided in accordance with the 
will, and $329,300.00 was set aside for building public 
works. _The money was eventually used in building 
the trade school in Boston called the Franklin Union, 
completed in 1908. 


The unappropriated balance amounting to $102,- 
083.00 has remained at interest since 1894 and is so to 
continue until 1991 when it is to be divided between the 
City of Boston and the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. 


Early in 1923 this balance of $102,083.00 had grown 
to $337,728.00, having more than tripled since 1894. 
If interest is compounded annually at five per cent. the 
fund should amount to over $9,000,000.00 in 1991.

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Report of the School Physician 


To the Citizens of Dover-Foxcroft: 


Following is the report of the School Physician for 
the year ending March Ist, 1924. 


The work this year has been somewhat handicapped 
by the fact that a school nurse could not be obtained 
to immediately succeed Miss Gainley. The Red Cross 
in spite of determined effort was) not able to furnish us 
a nurse. It was not until December first that a school 
nurse took up the work. Miss Shurtleff entered upon 
her work with enthusiasm and has carried it along 
very efficiently. I feel that the town has been fortu- 
nate in securing her services and would certainly 
recommend retaining her in this position if possible. 


The only epidemic there has been this year was a 
comparatively small one of Scarlet Fever. The cases. 
for the most part were of a mild character and the 
complications were few. Much can be done to prevent: 
the spread of communicable diseases if parents will 
call a physician early when suspicious symptoms ap-: 
pear and not wait to sed what is going to develop, in 
the meantime allowing the child to associate with 
others and thereby exposing possibly some other child 
to what may prove to be a serious sickness. 


This year in addition to examinations in the com- 
mon schools a start has been made in the Academy. 
By the time this report is in your hands all of the 
students at the Academy will have been examined. 
There has been given to school examinations, inspec- 
tions, etc., this year about one hundred hours or 18. 
school days.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Dover-Foxcroft: 


I herewith present my first annual report of the con- 
dition and progress of our schools. 


During the present year we are maintaining twenty- 
five elementary schools, fifteen of which are village 
and ten rural. We also employ three special teachers 
for home economics, manual training and music. Of 
the twenty-five classroom teachers nine are teaching 
the same schools as last year, four have been trans- 
ferred to different schools, and twelve are new. The 
teachers of special subjects are the same as last year.

I believe we are to be congratulated upon the ex- 
cellence of our teaching force. All are either trained 
or experienced teachers and many are both. There is 
a fine spirit of cooperation among them and a com- 
mendable professional attitude toward their work. All 
of the teachers are members of the State and County 
Teachers’ Associations. All attended the convention 
at Milo and all but five attended the State convention 
at Portland. 


In this connection mention should be made of the 
Teachers’ Club membership in which is open to all con- 
nected with the schools; teachers of the public schools, 
academy, school committee and academy trustees. 
Regular meetings of the club are held every two weeks 
and special meetings occasionally. During the pres- 
ent year a series of lectures has been given under the 
auspices of the club to which the public has been in- 
vited. 


With the beginning of the fall term the sub-primary 
grade was introduced into all of our schools. This in 
effect restores the nine grade system but places the

extra year at the beginning rather than at the end of 
the course. This is the logical place for it as it in- 
sures a solid foundation for all pupils and is especially 
desirable where children are admitted to school at the 
age of five as is the case in this state. 


The policy of noon supervision by the teachers has 
“been continued as has the practice of serving one hot 
dish at noon during the colder months. It is just as 
essential that the teacher be present during the noon 
hour where children remain at the school building for 
dinner as at any other time during the day. Parents 
of children who have been benefited by having a hot 
dish at noon appreciate this feature greatly. The 
children always enjoy it. All of this means much 
extra work for the teachers but it also means real ser- 
vice to the boys and girls of our schools. 

The special educational feature for study and de- 
velopment this year has been visual education or the 
use of visual aids to the teaching process such as ob- 
jects, prints, photographs, stereographs and lantern 
slides. The middle and upper grades of the village 
schools have purchased a projection lantern and slides 
for use in this connection, earning the money them- 
selves in various ways. 

The teachers and pupils of the sixth and seventh 
grades of the North Street School and of Brockway 
and West Dover Schools have also earned and pur- 
chased victrolas. The majority of our schools now 
have these instruments. I know of no single piece of 
equipment which may be made to add more to the 
pleasure and profit of a school. Every school should 
have one. 

With the opening of the school year this fall a 
change was made in the plan and program for home 
economics and manual training. Work in these sub- 
jects does not begin now until the seventh grade. In- 
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stead of devoting a day a week to these subjects, the 
seventh and eighth grades now have two 90-minute 
periods each week with an additional period every 
other week. The state requirements as to time are 
fully met with some to spare. This arrangement gives 
to these grades nearly one half day more time each 
week on their regular work. Any pupil desiring to go 
.on with these subjects may do so as a part of his 
academy course as both home economics and manual 
training are now offered in that school. 


Excellent work has been done in music in all the 
schools under the direction of the supervisor. Special 
effort has been made for more frequent lessons in the 
rural schools the results of which are apparent in in- 
creased interest and accomplishment in this subject. 


Through the courtesy and generosity of the Red 
Cross we have had the services of a school nurse dur- 
ing the late fall and winter. A full time school nurse 
should be employed this coming year. I believe we 
could make no wiser investment for the health of our 
school children and the community as a whole. 


I am pleased to report a fine spirit of cooperation 
between the academy and the elementary schools. The 
academy has a fine corps of teachers and a high grade 
of work is being done. 


Considerable repairing and improvement of the 
school plant was accomplished this summer. A new 
steam heating system was installed in the North 
Street building which has proved to be very satisfac- 
tory. There is no doubt but that. the plant will pay 
for itself in fuel saving in a short period of years. The 
Pleasant Street building was painted on the outside. 
At Foxcroft Center the roof was shingled with strip 
shingles. It was found necessary to shingle the roof 
of the Gilman schoolhouse and as many of the roof 
boards were rotten these had to be replaced. A metal 
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ceiling was put on at the Brockway schoolhouse. Num- 
erous minor replacements and repairs were also made 
at these and other buildings. More work had to be 
done at both the Foxcroft Center and Gilman schools 
than was expected and this together with preliminary 
work not included in the contract for the heating plant 
is largely responsible for the overdraft in this account. 


For some time it has been apparent that the vil- 
lage schools were rapidly becoming overcrowded. With 
the opening of the fall term this sitution became acute. 
In the North Street building we have eight rooms and 
there are nine grades, including the sub-primary, to oc- 
cupy them. This necessitates placing two grades in 
one room, the first and second, and as the combined 
grades are more than one teacher can properly care 
for, a teacher is provided for. each grade. It is ap- 
parent that under these overcrowded conditions neither 
pupils nor teachers can do their best work. 


In the Pleasant Street building conditions are even 
worse. Here we have six rooms, one of which is used 
by the home economics department. This leaves five 
rooms for the nine grades. The sub-primary and first 
grade occupy one room in charge of one teacher. The 
second and third grades in charge of separate teachers 
occupy another. The fourth grade has a room to it- 
self. The fifth and sixth grades are combined under 
one teacher as are the seventh and eighth. Owing to 
the size of several of these grades it will probably not 
be possible to make the same combinations next year. 
Some of these grades now combined ought to be in 
charge of separate teachers. 

What is the remedy for this situation? As I see it, 
the best solution is the construction of a new school 
building as centrally located as possible to accommo- 
date the seventh and eighth grades from each of the 
present village buildings and also the manual training 
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and home economics departments. With proper pro- 
vision for future growth this would require an eight 
room building, six classrooms and the laboratories for 
home economics and manual training. Two of the 
classrooms could be left unfinished until the growth of 
the schools required them. In the basement of this 
building there should be located a room which could 
be used as a playroom, gymnasium and assembly room 
for the school. Such a building would provide for the 
needs of our elementary schools for probably ten years 
or more. Removal of the upper grades and home 
economics from their present locations would leave 
sufficient room in the buildings we now have to ac- 
commodate the middle and lower grades. 


Please give the following careful consideration. 
Some provision must be made for additional room dur- 
ing the coming year or the children in our schools will 
suffer. Failure to provide the necessary accommoda- 
tions can only result in one of two things; greater over- 
crowding even than during the present year or part 
time schooling for a large number of our children. I 
do not believe the citizens of Dover-Foxcroft desire 
. that our children be subjected to any such conditions. 


In closing I wish to express my deep appreciation 
of the hearty cooperation of the school committee, 
teachers and pupils in the work of our schools.

The above fund was created March 2nd, 1922, by 
deed of trust from Mr. Babson to the inhabitants of © 
the town of Dover-Foxcroft on practically the same 
conditions as the Franklin fund was left to the inhabi- 
tants of the town of Boston, as related below. 

Benjamin Franklin at his death in 1790 left 1000 
pounds to the “inhabitants of the town of Boston, 
Massachusetts” to accumulate at interest for 100 
years.- By 1894 the fund had grown to $431,383.00. 

This sum was then divided in accordance with the 
will, and $329,300.00 was set aside for building public 
works. The money was eventually used in building the 
trade school in Boston called the Franklin Union, com- 
pleted in 1908. 

The unappropriated balance amounting to $102,083.- 
00 has remained at interest since 1894 and is so to con- 
tinue until 1991 when it is to be divided between the 
City of Boston and the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. 

Early in 1923 this balance of $102,083.00 had grown 
to $337,728.00, having more than tripled since 1894. 
If interest is compounded annually at five per cent the 
fund should amount to over $9,000,000.00 in 1991.

We have had an epidemic of chickenpox in the 
schools during the winter of 1924-25. This is not dan- 
gerous of itself, but should be promptly reported so 
the doctors can be sure that it does not conceal a mild 
form of smallpox. 

The control of these so-called. “minor diseases of 
children” depends almost wholly on the public them- 
selves. Few of the cases are ever seen by a doctor, so 
it is only by prompt reporting by householders and 
strict observance of quarantine that the spread of such 
diseases can be checked. 

Since the death rate from measles and whooping 
cough in Maine is as high as the rate from scarlet 
fever, such reporting is a duty that parents cannot 
safely neglect.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


‘To the citizens of Dover-Foxcroft: 


I wish to give a report of the Public Health work 
done from May 1918, to May 1922, and from Sept. 1924 
up to the present date. From May 1922, up to March 
1924, Dover-Foxcroft was not in the territory covered 
by the county nurse so this report will only include the 
time and the work done by the County Nurse of the 
Piscataquis Public Health Association. 


Tuberculosis Work 


I am going to take the tuberculosis work first for I 
want the people of Dover-Foxcroft to know just what 
has been done to combat this disease. Since 1918 the 
death rate from tuberculosis has decreased one-half in 
Piscataquis county and in going over the town records 
in Dover-Foxcroft from 1911 to 1918 I find there were 
24 deaths from tuberculosis and from 1918 up to the 
present there have been 15 deaths, which shows a de- 
crease of 8 in the number of deaths from tuberculosis 
in Dover-Foxcroft since 1911. 

Since May 1918, 18 patients from Dover-Foxcroft 
have entered the Sanatorium for treatment for tuber- 
culosis. Of this number 4 died at the Sanatorium, 3 
died after returning home from the Sanatorium, 1 came 
home and has since moved away from Dover-Foxcroft, 
4 are still at the Sanatorium. Of the remaining six, 
although perhaps some of them came home against ad- 
vice, they have been helped a great deal in being taught 
how to care for themselves as well as protecting others. 

All of the arrested cases are when possible kept in 
touch with by the Nurse and urged to have an exam- 
ination every six months.. When death from tuberculo- 
sis occurs in a home we always try to have the house 
thoroughly fumigated and cleansed. In any family 
where there is an active case of tuberculosis the entire 
family is instructed how to protect other members. 
Precaution is urged most strongly if there are any chil- 
dren for they are much more susceptible to the disease 
than adults. Of the number of cases who for some rea- 
son did not enter the Sanatorium there have been six 
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deaths. Personally I feel much encouraged in 
regard to the tuberculosis situation in Dover-Foxcroft 
and feel perfectly safe in stating that this disease is. 
fast poe stamped out. 


School Work 


From May 1918 to May 1922 considerable school 
work was done, several health talks were given in all 
the village and rural schools, sanitary inspections were 
made. In October 1919 and June 1921 the county nurse 
assisted the school physician in the medical inspection 
of all the village and rural schools. The parents were 
notified of any defect which their child might have and 
as many as possible were followed up by a personal call 
from the nurse, urging corrective work. As Dover- 
Foxcroft now has a school nurse the county nurse does 
not visit the schools only to keep in touch with some 
of the pupils who are ex-sanatoria cases and to receive 
reports on other cases that are carefully being 
watched by the school nurse. 

Child welfare clinics have been held, several children 
have been placed in homes. Two patients received 
treatment at the Children’s hospital in Portland. Sev- 
eral talks have been given at the various clubs and or- 
ganizations. 

In closing, I wish the people of Dover-Foxcroft to 
know that I appreciate the hearty co-operation I have 
received from them and I want to thank each and every 
one for the help they have given me.

I herewith present my second annual report of the 
condition and progress of our schools. 


Teachers and Schools 


The most essential factor in the make-up of a good 
school is a good teacher. The general average of effi- 
ciency of any school system is largely measured by the 
general average of efficiency of its teaching force. 
Bearing this in mind, it is our aim, so far as possible, 
to secure as teachers those whose character, personali- 
ty, training and experience are such as to insure the 
best results. Our teaching force this year, as usual, 
has a highly commendable average in these important 
respects.

We have had three badly over-crowded rooms this 
year. These are the sub-primary and first grade room, 
and the fifth and sixth grade room at the Pleasant 
Street school and the second and third grade room at 
the North Street building. Each of these rooms has 
had over fifty pupils each, in two grades. The teachers 
of these rooms knowing the experience of last year 
felt that they would prefer to try to do the work them- 
selves rather than to have a co-ordinate teacher work- 
ing in the same room. However, it became apparent 
that this plan was not producing the proper results and 
so at the opening of the winter term half time assis- 
tants were engaged for each of these rooms. This 
arrangement has made a distinct improvement. We 
cannot expect, however, to obtain the best results un- 
til each of these grades has a room and teacher by it- 
self, as will be the case next fall. 

The West Dover school was automatically closed at 
the end of the spring term owing to lack of pupils, 
there being but four left, two of whom belonged in San- 
gerville. These pupils have been conveyed to the 
Brockway school for the fall and winter terms. 

With the opening of the fall term I have shared with 
the Principal of the Academy the services of an office 
assistant. This has released my time for several 
hours more of work each week in and for the schools. 
I am sure the added service where most needed has 
been most worth while. 
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Our teachers are not content with the knowledge and 
training they have already had but are constantly seek- 
ing to increase their knowledge and improve their tech- 
nique. In connection with the Teachers’ club there 
have been organized this year two study classes, one 
for teachers of the elementary grades and the other 
for the Academy teachers. The elementary group has 
made an intensive study of reading with special em- 
phasis on the development of silent reading and effi- 
cient habits of study. The secondary group has been 
studying the connection between intelligence tests and 
ranks with the particular aim of assisting all pupils to 
accomplish all that they are capable of doing. 

There are a few important events which should re- 
ceive special mention. The first of these is the gradua- 
ting exercises of the Eighth Grade which were held at 
Central Hall on Friday evening, June 13. The hall 
was filled with relatives and friends who listened to an 
excellent program of recitations and music. Seventy- 
one boys and girls received their diplomas. 

The most important event of the fall term was the 
School Night, held during American Education week. 
All the village schools above the fourth grade through 
the Academy were in session during the evening to 
give parents and friends an opportunity of visiting the 
schools and observing the regular work. Large num- 
bers took advantage of the opportunity. It was es- 
pecially gratifying to see so many men in the school- 
rooms. ) 


The Academy 


Nearly all the graduates from the eighth grade last 
spring entered the Academy this fall. Excellent work 
is being done in this institution in spite of the crowded 
conditions. I would urge your careful consideration 
of the report of the Principal which appears elsewhere. 


Special Subjects 


Such excellent work has been done in those depart- 
ments under the charge of special teachers that it 
seemed only fair to give them an opportunity to out- 
line their aims and purposes and state their accom- 
plishments in order that these might be more widely 
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known by the citizens in general. I will take no space 
to comment upon them other than to state that in my 
opinion we are to be congratulated upon our teachers 
and the work they are doing. I am sure you will find 
these reports interesting and valuable. 


Repairs 


The principal items under repairs made this season 
are, the installation of chemical toilets at East Dover, 
the laying of a hard wood floor in the fifth and sixth 
grade room at Pleasant Street, installing electric lights 
in the Home Economics room and general improve- 
ment of the lighting system of that building, a steel 
wainscoting in the main hallway at North Street and 
redecorating of same, improvements of lighting sys- 
tem of that building, new steps and cellar windows at 
South Dover, and numerous minor repairs at all school 
buildings. Owing to circumstances beyond our con- 
tral we were unable to install the ventilating system at 
North Street. 


The Coming Year 


The building of the new schoolhouse this coming sea- 
son will relieve the congestion in our village buildings 
and give us sufficient room for our immediate needs. 
We are all looking forward eagerly to the greatly in- 
creased opportunity for efficient work. 

More funds are needed to supply proper textbooks 
for each pupil. We cannot expect pupils to do satis- 
factory work with old or worn out books. 

We shall need to build new connected toilets at three 
of the rural schools this year in order to comply with 
the law. The North Street, the Brockway, and the Ma- 
comber’s Corner school buildings should be painted. It 
will be necessary to install the ventilating system at 
the North Street building. There will also be the usual 
minor repairs, foreseen and unforeseen, at all the build- 
ings. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion I wish to call your attention once more 
to the reports of the Principal of the Academy and of 
the special teachers. The excellent co-operation of pu- 
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pils, parents, teachers, school committee and citizens in 
general is a source of great satisfaction and an incen- 
tive to the highest service possible.

Manual Training Report 
Supt. of Schools, 


Dover-Foxcroft, Maine: 


Agreeable to your request this annual report of the 
Manual Training Department of the public schools for 
the municipal year 1924 and 1925 is submitted. 

Educational theory is tending more and more to- 
wards the recognition of the legitimacy of a variety of 
aims in education and is based upon the needs and 
characteristics of the individual and social differences 
of the students, as well as upon the fact that a boy’s 
mind and body being one organism necessitates a close 
correlation of mental and muscular responses for his 
most advantageous progress. 

The manual arts school endeavors to teach habits 
which will quicken the hand and eye in response to 
motor impulses from the controlling centers, and to so 
teach that these impulses may be the result of con- 
structive thought and opinion formed from experiences 
and study, and also it is one of the educational ends for 
meeting the need of a better knowledge of those things 
which go towards making home comfort and wel- 
fare. The human race did not acquire the use of tools, 
of fire, or of steam and electricity in the attempt to 
control its environment for the satisfaction of its needs 
from any racial heredity, but, while in some of these 
there may have been an element of accidental acquire- 
ment, they were mostly acquired by the habits of 
methodical study and investigation, as is shown by the 
application of electricity to our needs for light, power 
and transportation. 
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Therefore, every project for the year whether of 
wood, sheet-metal, home mechanics or electrical is se- 
lected and analyzed as to what it may contribute, and 
must meet the requirements as to (a) probabilities of 
successful completion, (b) thought content necessary 
for execution, (c) new processes and tools involved, 
and (d) desirability when completed. 

This year there have been made and taken into the 
homes some 200 of these projects, also to encourage 
the community spirit, stage furniture for graduation. 
exercises, bulletin boards, magazine and book racks 
for the schoolrooms and Superintendent’s office have 
been made, chairs repaired and revarnished, besides 
most of the making and installation of a circular saw 
bench with a twelve inch saw, counter-shaft and 
belts, with the changes and repairs in the shop. 


Registered September 8, 1924 the following number of 
students:

High School Class 3, 15 pupils 

35 high school pupils 


The eighth grades were alloted 225 minutes per week 
per pupil, and the seventh had 187, making a total of 
9140 minutes per week, or an average of 203 minutes 
per week per pupil. The high school was alloted 180 
minutes per pupil per week or a total of 6480 minutes 
per week. The State Department requires 180 minutes 
per pupil per week. 

The need of more. and better room is acknowledged, 
and it is recommended that a portion of the Manual 
Training account balance be used during the coming 
year to add to the equipment of a small planer, and 
half a dozen cabinet makers’ vises to replace old wood- 
en ones, and that we make a combined paint cabinet 
with bench and tool cabinet. 
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The school has had one inspection visit from the 
Director of Vocational Education and two from the 
Supervisor of Trades and Industry, both of the State 
Department of Education, has had access to all of the 
best manual training publications of books, magazines, 
or bulletins; and is affiliated with and attended the con- 
ventions of the County, State and Vocational Associa- 
tions. A Vocational Conference being especially in- 
terestnig when many of the best vocational educators 
in New England listened to the speaking and took part 
in the discussions with men of national reputation.

Report of Home Economics Department 
‘To Mr. Walter J. Rideout, Superintendent of Schools 


The work in the Home Economics for the grades con- 
sists of two units of eighteen weeks each, namely cook- 
ing and sewing. 

In cooking special emphasis is placed upon the value 
of the food in relation to the diet and the day’s menus. 
‘Cleanliness, neatness and efficiency are very important 
in this department, for the girl who would be a. good 
housekeeper must learn neatness, punctuality, system 
and industry. 

Girls are required to plan meals that will be suit- 
able to serve in their own homes. They are also urged 
to make family-size recipes whenever possible, bring- 
ing part of their ingredients from home.. In doing this, 
I believe, they take more interest in the work and as 
their attitude toward the work, so is the quality of it, 
and as the quality of their work, so is the character of 
‘their lives. 

Hot lunches are also prepared during the winter 
term by the girls in the cooking class. 

Work in sewing for the seventh grade consists of 
first instruction and the making of the cooking uni- 
form, also a simple undergarment or child’s rompers 
for those who are more proficient in the work. The 
eighth grade girls make underwear and a simple dress. 
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Girls who care to and are capable of doing the work are: 
urged to make their promotion dresses. 

Home Economics for freshmen in the Academy is 
divided into three units of twelve weeks each, namely, 
foods, clothing and household appliances and sanita- 
tion. 

Every girl needs primarily to know the principles 
governing healthful living, for herself, her family and 
her community. These principles can be taught in the 
units offered in Home Economics. 


The lessons in cooking may be summed up in three 
considerations: 


1. Know what foods to select from the standpoint 
of economy, nutriment and flavor. 


2. Observe and think when working. Relate or 
associate one class of foods with another and one prin- 
ciple of cooking with another. 


3. Note the results of the work. Know why the: 
results are successful or why they are unsuccessful. 


All this demands much earnest thought and effort.. 


The aim of the clothing course is to teach the selec- 
tion of materials, planning and making of simple gar- 
ments. These are considered from the hygenic, eco- 
nomic and sanitary standpoint. An endeavor is made 
to give the students the knowledge necessary to enable 
them to choose their clothing wisely. 

The course in household appliances aims to teach the: 
care, repair and operation of some of the household 
appliances and to develop judgment necessary for wise 
selection and arrangement of such equipment. 

The purpose of the course in sanitation is: 1, to em- 
phasize the importance of health in all phases of life; 
2, to show how we as a community may obtain health.. 

We do not aim to make skilled housekeepers or 
dressmakers but try to teach some of the fundamental 
things in such a way that any girl who finds it neces-. 
sary to leave school at the end of the freshman year or 
even the eighth grade may be reasonably able to care: 
for herself. 

The past year the home economics room has been 
very much improved by the addition of doors to the: 
cooking benches, also electric lights which were in- 
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stalled during the fall term. A new Sellers kitchen 
cabinet is another added improvement as well as a very 
great convenience.

Report of Physical Education Department 


To Walter J. Rideout, Supt. of Schools, I hereby submit 
my annual report as Physical Director of Dover- 
Foxcroft and Foxcroft Academy for the year 1924- 
1925. 


This is the first year I have supervised the Physical 
Education in the grade schools, and the second year as | 
Physical Director of Foxcroft Academy. The number 
of pupils under my supervision was 847. Of these 151 
were in the rural schools, 470 were in the village grade 
schools, and 226 in Foxcroft Academy. 

The time at my disposal as Physical Director, every 
forenoon, has been used as follows: Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday has been spent in the Acad- 
emy, and Friday forenoons have been given to the 
grades. The regular schedule of visits has been every 
alternate Friday forenoon at the Pleasant Street and 
North Street grammar schools,. when the lesson for the 
next two weeks was demonstrated by the physical di- 
rector. 

The course of-Physical Education in the grade 
schools has been divided into three groups. Group I 
included the Sub-Primary, Grade I and Grade II; Group 
II included Grade III, Grade IV and Grade V; and 
Group III included Grade VI, Grade VII and Grade 
VIII. 

The program for Group I consisted of story plays and 
games, while the programs for Group II and III con- 
sist of formal gymnastics and games. Every. two 
weeks a new progression was given. The gymnastics 
lesson contained exercises for correcting round shoul- 
ders, hollow backs, stiff joints, and drooping heads. 
Exercises promoting good co-ordination of mind and 
muscle, and exercises which develop grace of movement. 
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and correct carriage were taught with care. Walk- 
ing and sitting correctly were emphasized. 


All grade students were compelled to take part if 
physically able. 


It is hoped that more time can be given to the grades 
next year, and that more equipment may be obtained 
because the needs are great. 


The rural schools were visited once last fall and a 
gymnastic lesson and several games were taught. 
Several visits will be made them in the spring. 


The Physical Education classes in the Academy have 
been taught by me. The classes were held in the Con- 
gregational Chapel next to the Academy. Each class 
met twice a week for a forty-five minute period, the 
boys meeting Monday and Wednesday, and the girls 
Tuesday and Thursday. 


The course was organized: to meet the requirements 
of the State of Maine, and the aims were (1) to im- 
prove general health, (2) to improve posture, (3) to 
improve carriage and grace of movement, (4) to de- 
velop a love for clean sport and a “square deal.” 


During the fall the classes were held out of doors as 
often as the weather permitted, and most of the time 
was spent in organized games and vigorous play. Some 
of the games used were: Volley-ball, Dodge-ball, Soc- 
cer dodge ball, Football-baseball, Three-pass-tag, be- 
sides relay races of various kinds. With the beginning 
of winter the classes were taken into the chapel, and 
the course changed to marching, formal gymnastics, 
and games. The marching included marching by 
squads of eight, the facings, right and left dress, right 
and left step, to the rear march, change-step, and all 
the military drill used to handle a large group in a 
small space. 


Formal gymnastics were used to correct round 
shoulders, hollow backs, stiff joints, faulty posture, 
constipation and faulty breathing. Corrective exer- 
cises were used in preference to ones for muscle build- 
ing. Group games in which all must engage were in- 
cluded in the course. These were not as strenuous as 
to tire the pupils particularly and were for the purpose 
of recreation, and teaching fair play and sportsman- 
ship. 
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The boys’ classes were taught some simple tumbling, 
but the lack of mats and gymnasium equipment pre- 
vented much from being done in this branch of physi- 
cal education. 3 

Students are given one-half a credit a year and two 
credits in physical education are required for gradua- 
tion. 

The grade pupils of the Pleasant Street and North 
Street schools have been examined and weighed month- 
ly by the School Nurse, Miss Alberta Shurtleff. 

The Academy students are examined yearly. A set 
of scales has been purchased from the Fairbanks Com- 
pany to be used in conditioning the athletic teams, 
and conducting the weight tests of the physical exam- 
inations. 

This spring a field day and public exhibition will be 
conducted by the Department of Physical Education 
for the purpose of demonstrating its work. 

All students were required to take physical edu- 
cation unless excused for special reasons. Seniors 
were excused if required scholastic subjects conflicted 
with all periods when physical education classes met. 
Next year excuses will not be granted for this reason. 

Students presenting a physician’s certificate of phy- 
sical disability were excused for as long as the physi- 
cian deemed necessary. The wearing of suitable cloth- 
ing was required of all students. 

The total number of pupils excused was fifteen girls 
and six boys. 

The excuses of both a temporary and permanent na- 
ture were handled by Prin. L. J. March for the boys, 
and by Dean Bessie H. Cooper for the girls.

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Report of Music Department 


‘To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The music plans for the year of 1924-25 are four- 
fold. The first part is singing with special attention 
to interpretation of songs and tone quality: the second, 
notation, sightsinging and technique: third, music ap- 
preciation: fourth, instrumental class instruction and 
orchestra training. 

The first and second parts of the plan are as follows: 
In the sub-primary and first grade we give a great deal 
of musical experience through songs of the child world, 
of the seasons, of the industries and pure music, about 
seventy in all. Rhythm work, informal and formal is 
emphasized during this year. The foundation for no- 
tation is laid by means of interesting sentence songs. 
During this period much monotone work must be done 
to bring the children into their singing voices. 

The outstanding features for the second year are 
defining interpretive and structural ideas. Under 
voice work comes definite expression and tone correc- 
tion by vowel sounds, good position of body and breath 
control. The children learn the characteristics of the 
tone, of the scale, also tone duration and formal time. 
During this year they build the staff and apply their 
knowledge by sight singing in simple meter from the 
staff without key signature. 

In the third year we complete the process of pro- 
gressing from song to notation. ~The children review 
the work of the preceding year. The study of major 
and minor seconds is taken up, the scale and staff lad- 
ders built and about three keys are worked out by 
means of the above mentioned ladders. Fractional 
pulse is also started. Application and drill is an im- 
portant part of this year’s work. 

Rote songs are continued through the fourth year 
but special attention is given to sight singing, melodic 
dictation and practice in rhythm. Simple two part 
singing is begun this year. 

The children in the fifth grade read the most of their 
songs from their books. During this year the funda- 
mentals of voice control are taught. The chromatic 
scale ascending and descending, is studied. <A 
thorough review of all the keys is made. In rhythm 
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‘work triplet time, sixteenth note and third and fourth 
time motions are special problems. Drill in sight sing- 
ing, ear training and melodic dictation are very impor- 
-tant. Two part singing is continued. 

Unison, two and three part singing is the outstand- 
ing characteristic for the work of grade six. For tech- 
nique the minor mode is developed and chord and key 
relationship studied. The drill is continued from grade 
five. 

Two and three part singing is continued in grade 
seven. Folk and national songs are learned. Instru- 
ments of the orchestra and, band are studied. JEar 
training, sight singing, time and keys are reviewed 
through a project. This particular project is the writ- 
ing of an operetta. 

In grade eight several difficult part songs are stud- 
ied. Much time is given to the study of folk and 
national songs and standard hymns. Instruments of 
the orchestra are studied. .Technique is reviewed by 
means of writing school song book. 

Money was needed to carry on the third part of our 
plan. So an entertainment consisting of the operettas 
written by the seventh grades and character songs by 
other grades was given at Central hall Dec. 9. About 
$40 was cleared. 

On Thanksgiving eve the rural schools gave a joint 
entertainment at South Dover. About $36 was cleared 
from this entertainment. Many parents of the rural 
children requested that this be repeated. We plan to 
do so when the travelling is settled in the spring. 

The money thus earned has been used to buy two 
sets of records, one for the grades and one for the rural 
schools. The records consist of about sixty famous 
compositions, being used in a music memory contest. 
A study is made of the composition and composer. The 
children are keeping very helpful notebooks and neat- 
ly, too. The final contest after which prizes will be 
awarded will come about the middle of the spring term. 

Records for rhythm work and cultural hearing have 
also been purchased for the primary grades. Sets of 
toy band instruments in schools are making this work 
very interesting and valuable to the children. 

In the spring an entertainment will be given by the 
primary grades. Part of the proceeds will go to finish 
paying for rhythm records and toy instruments. The 
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rest will be put in the bank to establish a special music. 
fund. 

The fourth part of our plan has to do with instru-. 
mental instruction. An arrangement has been made. 
with Mr. J. H. Taylor whereby every other week he. 
gives class instruction on various instruments for the 
modest sum of twenty-five cents a lesson. On the other 
weeks the music supervisor meets the classes and car-. 
ries on the work. About eighty children from the 
fourth to eighth grades have taken advantage of this 
offer. ‘There are eight classes, three in violin, one in 
mandolin, one in banjo, one in ukulele, one in wind in- 
struments and one in percussion. 

An orchestra will be formed of those pupils who al- 
ready play. Another will be formed later including all 
new pupils who have made sufficient progress. The 
same plans except for the instrumental instruction are 
being carried out in the rural schools. They are mak- 
ing excellent progress. 

In the Academy there is a chorus of about thirty 
which meets twice a week. There is an orchestra of 
fourteen pieces which meets once or twice a week. 
Both chorus and orchestra are making good headway. 
A band of about twenty pieces has just been organized. 
The music department of the school has purchased 
the more unusual instruments. The pupils who take 
them pay a fee of twenty-five cents a week for in- 
struction from Mr. Taylor. Already a remarkable pro- 
gress has been made. 

The music department has already some money 
to pay for the instruments by means of a Concert of 
Nations given at the Parish House Dec. 5. There was 
also $4 raised at a candy sale and $28 cleared at the 
Japanese tea and food sale. 

Soon the orchestra will give a social. The depart- 
ment will sell chocolate bars. In the spring an operetta 
will be given for which we have high financial hopes. 
Later the chorus and orchestra will give a concert, a 
sort of recital of their year’s work. We even have 
hopes of a band concert and lawn party the last of the. 
spring term.

The Modern Health Crusade is being carried on in 
the fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth grades in 
the town schools and in all rural schools. | 

Number of visits to homes, 558.

Report of School Physician 


‘To the Superintendent of Schools of Dover-Foxcroft, 
Sir: : 


Herewith is submitted the report of the School phy- 
‘sician for the year 1924: 


The health work this year has been very satisfactory 
from many points of view. Co-operation of the par- 
ents, with few exceptions, has made it possible to round 
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out the year with only one disease assuming anything = 
like epidemic proportions. Chicken pox was the dis-. 
ease most frequently responsible for loss of time in. 
school. A few scattered cases of scarlet fever and Ger- 
man measles made up the greater amount of the re-- 
mainder of exclusions. 

Prompt isolation of a pupil showing any signs or 
symptoms of disease has been faithfully carried out. 
This of course has given a large number of exclusions. . 
However the total time lost from school has not been 
so great as the 717 exclusions might indicate, since: 
many of them were for half days with repetitions of 
the same pupil during the year. The actual loss due to 
exclusions was only four tenths of one per cent. 

Such attention has kept the total number of cases. 
low and has been the most important factor in prevent- 
ing further epidemics. 

Necessarily much time is required in looking after 
so many pupils as our schools contain. I feel that the 
money expended for the employment of a full time: 
School nurse is a very necessary and legitimate item, 
since by her efforts the percentage of time lost from. 
school work has been very small. 

I hope that the number of unvaccinated pupils may 
begin to decrease soon. It has been years since this. 
town saw a case of small-pox and we somehow have 
forgotten that disease. It is not reasonable to await 
the appearance of such a case before taking proper pre- 
cautions against it. Should small-pox appear in this. 
or a nearby town it would be necessary to demand vac-. 
cination of all pupils who have not, within a reasonable 
time, been vaccinated. 

The amount of time required of the School physician 
increases each year but the results obtained compen- 
sate in large measure.

I hereby submit a report of Foxcroft Academy for the 
past two years.

All of last year’s teachers returned and two others 
were added, Miss Black and Mrs. Atherton. The few 
changes in teachers have made the administration 
easier and raised the efficiency of the faculty. All of 
the teachers are reasonably well trained and are always 
ready to accept any assignment. Whatever measure of 
~ success the academy may have had is due to the spirit 
of co-operation among the members of the faculty.

The total enrollment on the opening day of school 
was 233, twenty-three more than last year. Several 
have dropped out for reasons of sickness or failure but 
the enrollment remains about twenty more than last 
year. This unexpected increase has necessitated 
changes in seating and has been a source of extra ex- 
pense for books and equipment. 
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The normal ages for entrance are fourteen and fif- 
teen years. Every class with exception of the sopho- 
more has a higher percentage of under age (bright) 
pupils than over age (dull). I would explain the con- 
dition in the sophomore class as the natural result of 
our policy of keeping every pupil in school as long as he 
can stay with profit to himself. This class contains 
many who have dropped back from the upper grades, 
and many who would normally have dropped out last 
year had not they have been encouraged to continue. 
The freshmen class has an unusually large percentage 
of under age pupils for that class. This indicates very 
little retardation in the common schools, a fact worthy 
of commendation. 


Physical Improvements. 


During the past two years many changes and im- 
provements have been made to better the conditions 
in respect to the health and convenience of the pupils. 
Fire extinguishers have been placed on each floor and a 
fire escape built to the third story. A drinking foun- 
tain has been installed and also a shower-bath. The 
hot water tank for the latter also supplies the lavator- 
ies. The athletic association paid for the building of a 
locker room in the basement, for the convenience of the 
boys on the athletic teams. Up-to-date lighting fix- 
tures have been put in the study hall and in the type- 
writing room. 

The pupils themselves have raised money and pur- 
chased a victrola, band instruments, dishes to use in 
serving hot lunches to visiting teams, flowers and pot- 
ted plants, window boxes, complete equipment for the 
squads of three athletic teams, and have aided in the 
purchase of the piano and an adding machine. 


Academic and Administrative Changes 


A year ago the principal was given the assistance of 
a clerk to care for the routine office work, thus giving 
him more time for his first duties, supervision of in- 
struction, and administration. This has proved to be 
a wise investment as the records can be more accurate- 
ly kept. The additions to the faculty have made it 
possible to offer another subject, biology, and have re- 
lieved several overloaded teachers. 
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Miss Cooper, for two years dean of the girls, has 
filled this position very satisfactorily. The pupils have . 
appreciated her efforts and a very different atmosphere 
is present in the school due to her influence. 

By the purchase of three dozen desk chairs a desk 
has been provided for each pupil’s books. This ar- 
rangement permits a session room plan whereby the 
pupils are divided among five rooms. This makes less 
congestion, facilitates the taking of attendance, and 
offers other advantages in administration. 

All school expenses are handled through the princi- 
pal’s office and the Commercial] department. Purchase 
vouchers are given the pupils by the principal to 
authorize purchases by classes, athletic association, or 
other organizations. Each merchant is requested to 
send the voucher with the bill to the principal’s office. 
The money from all school organizations is deposited 
as one fund and each organization has a separate ac- 
count with the commercial department, that being the 
bank for the school. The financial secretary, Miss 
Hamlin, draws checks for all authorized bills, charging 
them to the respective accounts. In this way no bill 
will ever go unpaid through carelessness or change of 
officers. 

The expenses of the academy are planned to follow 
a budget which is figured from one February 15th to 
the next. Each bill is charged to the proper account 
_and then it is known what the cost is for each depart- 
ment of the school. This tends to make a proper divi- 
sion of the funds available, and detects unnecessary 
or unwise expenditures. The amounts asked are based 
on an accurate study of the actual costs for the prev- 
ious year. Any reduction in the appropriation re- 
quested at the town meeting would result in the crip- 
pling of some department of the school. It will assist 
the administration if all bills are presented promptly 
in order that they may be paid out of the proper ap- 
propriation. | 

The tuition has been raised to seventy-five dollars a 
year for pupils outside of the town. This is a little 
less than actual cost but the difference is paid from the 
endowment. 


Several changes in the curriculum have been radiie 
‘to meet modern requirements. Mrs. Atherton has done 
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excellent work in music, organizing a chorus, orchestra,. 
and band. Coach L. S. March conducts the physical 
training classes in keeping with the state requirements. 
He is handicapped by the lack of equipment for these 
classes.. A report of this Peechate stat appears else- 
where in the town report. 


Extra Curricula Activities 


A student council was organized last year to act on 
matters pertaining to the welfare of the school. Be- 
cause of the congestion in the corridors between 
classes, the council adopted traffic rules which promptly 
corrected the difficulty. The house-keeping committee 
has accomplished a great deal with limited means in 
an effort to make the building attractive with flowers 
and plants. 

The student council developed a plan for a blanket. 
tax for the support of all school activities. Each pupil 
is requested to pay three dollars and a quarter a year, 
which is divided as follows: Athletics, 70 per cent; De- 
bating 10 per cent; Incidentals 1214 per cent; Student 
Council 714 per cent. In case parents feel that they 
cannot meet this expense, a written request from them 
sent to the student council will release the pupil in all 
cases where it is actually a burden. 

The profits realized from the White Entertainment. 
Bureau entertainments were divided on the same basis 
as the blanket tax. This was a means used to keep the 
blanket tax down to a figure within the means of all. 

The French Department has organized a French club 
that has held regular meetings this winter. A debat- 
ing team has represented the school at Bates, and an 
issue of the Academy Review has been published. 

Three sports have been self supporting. The teams 
have represented the academy very creditably under 
the tutelage of Coach March. A high standard of 
honor has-been maintained in everything connected. 
with athletics. All players have been eligible under the 
Rules of Eligibility for the Maine Association of High 
School Principals. 

School socials have been held but the excessive cost 
of a hall has prohibited this highly essential form of 
school life. It is hoped that at this town meeting it: 
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will be voted to give the schools the use of the hall 
‘free of charge for properly conducted social affairs. 
It is through these social affairs that pupils are taught 
the principles of courtesy and etiquette. 

During Education week last November one hundred 
and twenty-five visitors attended the special evening 
session. This evidence of interest was gratifying to 
those in charge of the school. 

The academy is on the New England College En- 
trance Certificate Board. More than a third of last 
year’s graduating class of thirty-one pupils are attend- 
ing institutions of higher learning and are doing very 
creditable work. 


Aims and Needs 


The greatest needs of the academy at the present 
time are for better equipment for the science labora- 
tories, reference books and magazines for the library, 
-and more up-to-date textbooks. When those depart- 
ments are once brought up-to-date as they should be by 
some special appropriation, it will be relatively easy to 
keep them so with proper planning. Also, as has been 
stated above, there is need for a room in which social 
gatherings and games can be held at a minimum ex- 
“pense. 

Our aims are the seven cardinal aims of secondary 
education, to give each pupil health, a command of 
fundamental processes, ability and training to be good 
home-makers and good citizens, help in choosing a vo- 
-cation, knowledge of how to use leisure time, and 
finally, a good ethical character. 

I wish in closing to extend my personal thanks to 
teachers, students, and parents for their co-operation, 
and to the hiring board for its enthusiastic support and 
hearty co-operation.
